At «.ne close 
of the gres»t rebellion our interest 
bearing deb; amounted to $3,000,000,- 
000, and though the question is but 
imperfectly understood except by ex- 
perienced financiers, the absolute'cost 
of the war and the national expenses 
for four years was nearly «5 000,000.- 
000,12,000.000,000 of non-interest bear- 
ing money having been paid out dur- 
ing the war, $3,000.000,000 of interest- 
beariog debt remained at its close.

Coshocton will not this year bare 
electric railway connection with New- 
ark on the south and New Philadel- 
phia on the north. 
A line may be 
built next year, but even that has not 
been determined. 


Many persons are under the im- 
pression that because the Tucker-An- 
thony syndicate is building from Can- 
ton to New Philadelphia it will only 
be a matter of a short time until they 
come into Coshocton. 
That would 
mean the construction of the link 
connecting the northern and southern 
interests of the syndicate and would 
give it a through line from Cleveland 
to Cincinnati. Impetus was recently 
given the connecting link story by 
the 
formation of a company to 


build a 
line 
from 
Newark 
to 
Zanesville and the published state- 
ment that the Tucker-Anthony peo- 
ple were back of it. The tale got add- 
eJ help from the fact that the Gran- 
ville road and the Newark system had 
been bought by the syndicate. 


THE AGK has information from a 
source whuse reliability is unques- 
tioned that the Tucker-Anthony syn- 
dicate will make no move in Coshoc- 
ton county this year. The matter of 
connecting the northern and southern 
interests has been considered but not 
decided, nor will it be until it Is 
known what business conditions are 
likely to be next year. Even then the 
connecting link, considered as an in- 
dependent proposition, would not be a 
paying investment. The line between 
Aew Philadelphia and Newark would 
simply be what it has been called, a 
connecting link. 


Should 
the syndicate decide to 


build next year The Coshocton route 
might not be chosen. There is an- 
other that could be used and close in- 
vestigation might lead the engineers 
to decide in its favor, but that is only 
conjecture. 


It is a matter for regret that Cc- 
snocton has no electric line in sight, 
f be history of the movement shows 
i hat the largest and most important 
town in every section through which 
trolley lines run benefit and benefit 
largely because of them. That some 
company will build down the Tusca- 
rawas valley there is no doubt, but no 
one .seems disposed to take up the en- 
terprise at present.

blnntioas which are oppressive of the ' 
people. 


The Sherman Saw jroes as far as any

ill be necessary to amend the constl- 
ution so as to give congress greater 
x>wr If mort» drastic legislation Is to 
ye enacted. Yet when a constitutional 
uneiHltaent was proposed in the last 
Jepublican onpress the Democrats op- 
posed It solidly.—Cleveland Leader.

Kent. Or., July 11.—Harry Tracy, 


the convict, was at the home of E. M. 
Johnson, (.wo miles southeast of this 
place Wednesday night. When he 
left the bouse he was armed with a 
new revolver and his rifle and had a 
plentiful supply of both ammunition 
and provisions. 


Tracy sent Johnson to Tacoma to 


purchase the 
revolver and amTrmni- 


Uon. 
He threatened to exterminate 


Johnson's family on the least sign of 
treachery- 
The 
convict 
seemed 


fagged out and talked very little about 
himself or his plans. 
While at the 


house he spent nearly all the time 
watching for his pursuers. He left 
the house after dark, taking Johnson's 
horse, headed either for Seattle or 
the 
Palmer cut-off. 
Xot only did 


Tracy force Johnson to buy the re- 
volver, but he made him borrow the 
necessary money in Kenl. Johnson 
went to Tacoma and secured the 
weapon without sounding any kind of 
warning to the authorities. He was 
badly friehtened. 


Tracy arrived at tho home of John- 


son at 6 o'clock Wednesday me-rnlng. 
and at the point of a revolver forced 
Johnson to cook him breakfast. After 
finishing the meal he told Johnson to 
go to Tacoraa and purchase two 43- 
calibre Colt's revolvers and 100 rounds 
of cartridges, with the threat that if 
he gave information to the authorities 
of that place he would murder the en- 
tire family. Johnson left Kent on the 
7 o'clock train, returning at 4 o'clock. 
While he was absent 
from 
Kent, 


Tracy remained in the vicinity of the 
bouse and appeared to be uneasy, as 
if expecting a visit from the officers. 
Several times he went to the top of 
a small hill in the rear of the John- 
son home aad viewed tbe surround- 
ing country. 


Upon the return of Johnson from 


Tacoma Tracy ordered Mrs. Johnson 
to cook him enough provisions to last 
a week. She boiled two dozen eggs, 
fried bacon, and gave him a large 
supply of sugar and flour. Tracy com- 
pelled the members of the family to 
remain on the premises until the re- 
turn of Johnson from Tacoma.

Result of the Disaster Is Known. 
Suffocating Oases Impede tne Work 
of tteseue, and Many of Those Who 
Have Ventured Into the Mines Bare- 
ly Escaped With Their Lives. 
Johnstown, Pa., July 11.—Two hun- 


dred miners entombed by an explo- 
sion in a mine shaft open within the 
limits of this city was news to check 
with, horror the pedestrians on the 
streets here. 
At first the rumors 


said that all la the Rollsng Mill mine 
of the Cambria Steel company were 
dead or in danger, but !ater reports 
showed the lower figure was correct 
and tkat 400 were safe. 


The mine Is one of the largest In 


the country and COO men were at work 
there. \Vht>n the news of the disas- 
ter reached here it spread like wild- 
fire and hi less than a quarter of an 
hour the Point, an open space at the 
Junction 
of the 
Conemaugh 
and 


Stoney Creek, was crowded with wo- 
men and children. Across from them. 
In the center of the green hillside, 
could be ^j"c-n the dark opening of the 
mine. It .jt>ked as usual, but the wo- 
men who locked across the waters 
saw a i^. Caning there that they had 
not seen before. Some cried, some 
moaned anu little children clasped 
their skirts and cried in sympathy. 


It was nearly an hour after the ex- 


plosion before any general knowledge 
of what had happened got abroad. 
Men who came from the mines, es- 
caping with their lives, tolci the terri- 
ble news, and soon it spread like 
wildfire all over the city. In scores 
of homes there were the most pa- 
thetic scenes. Mothers, -wives, daugh- 
ters, sons and relatives were frantic 
xrtth grief. Hundreds rushed to the 
point, and with sobbing hearts await- 
ed news that did not come from the 
ill-fated n^Jne. 


At the opening, across the river 


from the point, the Cambria Iron 
company police, with several assist- 
ants, stead guard, permitting no one 
to enter the mine, from which nox- 
ious gases -were coming. It was near- 
ly 4 o'clock when all hope of sendin; 
rescue parties from the West Mont 
opening was abandoned. 
Two men 


who bad escaped from the mine 
Richard Bennett and John Meyers— 
went back two miles to see what as- 
sistance could be rendered, but the 
frightful damp drove them back and 
they fell prostrate when they finally, 
after a desperate struggle, reached 
the outside. Two doctors gave the 
men assistance, and after working 
with them half an hour restored them. 
Their story cf the situation In the 
mine made it clear that the rescue 
work could not proceed from the 
West Mont opening, and then hasty 
preparations T.-ere made to begin the 
sad mission at the Mill Creek en- 
trance. Soon after the news of the 


J explosion reached the Cambria of- 
j facials, rctair.c engineer Marshall G. 


Mc-'.rc a--.'! c.r.c cf his assistants, A. 
G. Prosser, made an attempt to enter 
the mine. They were followed by 
aiine superintendent George T. Rob- 
it»Fon, but the deadly gases stopped 
their progress and they •were com- 
pelled to return to the surface. 


Mine foreman Harry Rodgors. his 


assistant, William Klanch, and flre 
bosses John V.'hitney. John Retalllck 
and John Thomas, were overcome by 
the ?sses. and it is feared Uiey per- 
ished In ar. heroic effort to rescue 
the miners. A son of Harry Rodgers 
then tried to reach his father, but 
hp was inickly overcome by 
the 


deadly gases and was carried out un- 
con?clo-,is.

quarermasters'. subsistence, medical 
and other staff departments will be 
directed to furnish at the regulation. 
price any subsistence or other arti- 
cles."

ger rely on ontsfde Influence, the In- 
terference of our Creator, but learn 
that we have within ourselves the ele- 
ment of safety, progress and success. 


"Perhaps It Is true, as in Biblical 


times, that tve have been a stiff necked 
people, each too prone to set up a law 
for himself and not to recognize the 
laws of the majority of the commu- 
nity. Let those who feel themselves 
Enpeilor amid the poverty of this part 
of the dty remember that the Jews 
here preserve the old customs, the Iov« 
anfl respect of the child fw the par- 
ents and the veneration of the elders. 
'And. you of this pert of the town who 
suspect those In other walks of life 
becaase of their apparent indifference 
to Trhat you thick sacred, remember 
that In their breasts are Jewish hearts 
eager to help ail J^ ws.
